butter should be graded and paid 
for according to grade, Mr. Nord- 
man said. Grading, he claims, will 
improve the quality of the butter 
as no amount of inspecting could do, 
but in order to interest; members of 
this industry in grading, there must 
be a proper compensation for high 
quality. 


"Buttermakers will become more 


interested in, the quality of butter 
if they khow" that it,will bring them 
a good return. This is true of every 
Jine of dairymg,,and other kinds of 
business. At present the 
farmers 


and buttermakers are thinking chief- 
ly of the quantity they can sell. 
That is because producing for qual- 
ity has not been made attractive to 
them." 


Advocates Organization. 


Mr.^Nordman advocated an organ- 


ization among buttermakers to ac- 
complish these things for them-, and 
declared that the division of mar- 
kets will in a short time take up_thc 
problems of this branch of dairying. 
He said that the prosperity and wel- 
fare of the creamery business de- 
pends upon 
proper 
management. 


Employes will lost their interest in 
the business if it is poorly paid, he 
declared, and •will go into 
other 


lines at work. Attractive compen- 
sation in any business develops in- 
terest and attracts young people to 
that lin«, he maintained, showing 
that the interest of the employer 
and the employe'are really identical.

MILWAUKEE—The citizens' Lenroot committee expended in the pri- 


mary and general election $36,138 tn re-elect Senator Irvine L. Lenroot, 
according to reports filed with the county election commission. It is the 
largest sum thus far reported for any candidate since the passage of the 
corrupt practice act. 
The reports filed by Lewis J. Brabant, secretary of the committee, 


.cover a period from about Aug. 1 to election day. There are 25 separate 
.itemized reports. None of them was footed up at the bottom and none 
.of them summarized the expenditures included in previous reports. The 
total was arrived at by adding the expenditure column on each report 
.and then totaling the amounts thus obtained. 


No report was made of contributors to the campaign, though one man 


.filed a statement saying he had contributed $1,000. 


"I think that is 'about right," said Secretary Brabant when the total 


thus arrived at was quoted to him. 


"Will you file the names of contributors?" he was.asked. 
"There is no way to file them—no place to file them—and it is not 


.required under the law," he replied. 


It was suggested that he might make the names public through the 


.press. 


. "That is a new suggestion—I shall have to give that consideration," 


he said. 


The largest amounts listed in the expense accounts, as filed with 


A. J. Ries, secretary of the election commission, were $22,793.42 for ad- 
vertising, and $1,079.33 for traveling expenses. The remainder of 
the 


•expenditures are charged to salaries, postage, office expense, distributors' 
.wages, letter service, telegraph and telephone expense. 


Among those who received payments, with the amounts, were C. C. 


'Wayland, prominent in the Isaac Stephenson campaign, $1,015.80; M. H. 
.Umbreit, $213.11; Milton S. Knappe, $370.83; C. C. Maas, $300; ex-As-

$3.25 per ton, f. o. b., mines. Tha 
aggregate margins of wholesaler 
and retailer, combined, are restricted 
to a maximum of $2.66,. to

both expense and profit. If Indiana 
coal were sold in Wisconsin at In- 
diana prices, it could not 
exceed 


$8.70 per ton to the consumer to- 
day (that is $3.26 base plus $2^5 
margins plus $2.80 freight to Wis- 
consin points).

In five years, 1915 to 1919, inclus- 


ive, 73,190 compensate accidents 
have been settled under' the Work- 
men's Compensation Act of Wiscon- 
sin. 
Among" this number are in- 


cluded 883 deaths, 53 cases of per- 
manent total 
disability, and- 580 


cases of permanent partial disabili- 
ty. The total mimber of days lost 
through these accidents is estimat- 
ed to be 11,197,307.'' In this number 
are not included farm accidents and 
only a small percentage of all acci- 
dents to railway employes. It also 
does not include accidents in which 
the disability was less than 'seven 
days. These industrial accidents in 
five years cost over $10,000,000 in 
compensation and medical aid. In- 
surance premiums paid by employ- 
ers to protect themselves against 
this 
liability were considerably 


greater, exceeding this figure by 
approximately 40 per cent... During 
these five years accidents appear to 
huve increased more rapidly than 
the number of employes. In 1919 
there were 15 percent less accidents 
than in 1918. In 1920, there has 
again been an increase. 


The Industrial 
Commission 
be- 


lieves that a large percentage ol 
these accidents could have been pre- 
vented. There are many employers 
in the state who have cut their ac- 
cident rates by more than one-half 
through intensive safety work.

for the water utilities of the state. 
Anwmg the rules are: 


The quality of the water furnish- 


ed b ya ufility most comply with the 
requirements of the state board of 
health. Public water supplies must 
be adequately protected from pollu- 
tion from any source. Dead ends of 
maina and all parts of the distribu- 
tion system must be flushed' at suf- 
ficiently frequent periods. Full rec- 
ords of flushings showing <iate, lo- 
cation, and duration must be main- 
tained. Records of complaints by 
consumers relative to any feature 
of the service must be kept, togeth- 
er with 'that of the disposition 
of 


each complaint. Every water utility 
shall at all times maintain in all 
parts of its distribution system pipe 
of .ample capacity and sufficient pres- 
sure to meet the reasonable require- 
ments of consumers. Every water 
utility in cities of more- than 5,000 
population shall maintain in service 
at leafct one correct recording gauge 
pipe. Every water utility furnish- 
ing fire protection, unless exempted 
by the commission, must maintain 
the normal pressure so as to furnish 
fire streams direct from 
the hy- 


drants. Pumpage records. must be 
kept. Every meter installed nmst 
be tested for accuracy of registra- 
tion. A table is .furnished showing 
the limita at allowable error.

Lowell of Fredonia, N. Y., master of 
the National Grange of the Patrons 
of Husbandry, in .opening the an- 
nual conVention of the Grange. 


"We are willing to have a fair 


understanding; of values the farm- 
ers receiving the same pay for the 
same hours work that others re- 
ceive, no more, no less, but we feel 
that this is the-last call," he said. 
"If no attention is paid to this now 
by bankers, manufacturers, rail- 
roads and labor organizations and 
if the government continues to use 
ifc!_great power to import raw ma- 
terial free of duty to reduce costs, 
then'the grange will be the first to 
help 
organize nation-wide selling 


organizations which 
shall fix _the 


price of farm, products. There is no 
threat in this; we will have been 
driven to it in self defense to pre- 
serve our agriculture." 


He declared the great changes 


since the beginning of the war have 
been to the disadvantage of agricul- 
ture and many laws of our national 
government have proved of injury 
to tbe farmers. 


Concerning 
taxation 
he said, 


"there is. but only equitable form 
of taxation and that is when every 
form of wealth pays its just pro- 
portion of taxes.

the result that we frequently have administrations that ha.ve 
been repudiated by the people continuing to govern for a period 
of four months. 
Discussing this condition of affairs The 


Searchlight says: 


"The don't-care-a-damn session' comes next. 
It is so 


called because a new congress will have been elected, while the 
old members continue to do business. Those defeated will have 
no interest in what happens, and those reelected will feel too far 
from another election to care a damn. As a nation we have be- 
come accustomed to this outrageous proceeding, but The Search- 
light always contemplates its biennial recurrence without shar- 
ing the general complacency. 


"Think of it! 
We elect a congress in November. Unless 


there is a special session, the new members do not assume office 
for more than a year. 


"Meanwhile the lame ducks continue to legislate, or rather 


to play politics. 


"Into these don't-care-a-damn sessions are crowded 99 per 


cent of the vicious things that the whole congress does. Busi- 
ness becomes congested. Pork has its day. Everybody gets 
his, whatever it is he is after. 


"More than that, before the short session expires by con- 


stitutional limitations the new congress has virtually been or- 
ganized along the old lines of boss control.

"OUR COUNTRY RIGHT OR WRONG"

"My country right or wrong" led to'the suppression of all 


news from Haiti, and now with shame we are investigating 
things which would never have happened if the right of pub- 
licity had not been put out for two years. 


The enterprise and humanitarianism of Oswald Garrison 


Villiard finally succeeded in lifting the veil of secrecy regarding 
Haitian atrocities. The facts were given publicity in The Na- 
tion. The New York Times thought it was news not "fit to 
print," and besides The Nation was a bolshevist magazine any- 
way, whose creed is that America is always wrong.
